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REPORT OF STATE IMMIGRATION AGENT. 


To His Excellency, 
Jacos В. JACKSON, ` 
Governor‘of the State of West Virginia :

Sir:—In conformity to custom and in accordance with my idea of 
the duty of a State officer, I havo the honor to report to your Excel- 
lency, as the exccutive power of tho State of West Virginia, as fol- 
lows, and in doing so I have mainly in view the welfare of my adopt- 
ed country : 

For mineral and agricultural resources and also for healthfulness 
of climate, West Virginia is not surpassed by any State of our Union. 

On account of these facts, it is casy to foretell that capital ard en- 
terprise will find a home in West Virginia before a great length of 
time. 

Prospects for it are bright, and the railroads, which are already be- 
ginning to bo established through the interior of the Stato, mako the 
pope brighter still, and further attract capital and enterprise. 

est Virginia needs nothing so much ав a greater population. This 
can be gained to a large extent by attracting a part of the European 
emigration to West Virginia. | 

Holding fast to the abovo andisputed points, it appears to me that 
the coming Legislature should have enough patriotism to mako them 
willing to use their powor and intelligence in favor of tho State. 

The great and different advantages of an augmented population in 
а hitherto too thinly settled State, are visible to any man of common 
sense, and ought to urge patriotic Legislators to interfere by making 
proper appropriations. «8 

For over twelve years а rosident of West Virginia, І have been ос- 
cupied during all that time, at first privately and during the last 
threo years officially, in inducing emigrants to come to West Virgia- 
ia, and have not been without success, 

By means of this occupation, I have become fairly acquainted with 
the prevailing state of affairs both here and- in Europe, and am atill 
willing to use my experience and energy for the benefit of my adopt- 
ed country provided I am enabled to do во by the help of our State 
Legislature, f 

In the progress of time, emigration affairs in Europe have under- 
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gone great changes; first, emigration reached unheard of dimensions, 
and second, most of the governments in Hurops gave their atten- 
tion to emigration by putting emigrant agencies under more or less 
severe laws, for the protection of emigrants during their voyage - 
against swindles and robberies. 

In this country also a great change in regard to emigration matters 
has taken place. 

Aware of the great advantages of having the thinly settled West- 
ern and Southern States augmented in population by an industrious 
farming people, many of the Governments in said States, appropriate 
yearly quite large sums of money for immigration purposes, for main- 
taining traveling ап] stationary agents in Europe, and for expendi- 
tures for printing pamphlets and other publications, for the purpose 
of inducing emigration from the old world to their empty States. 

For instance, Texas, Nebraska, Kansas, Wisconsin and a great 
many others are spending yearly thousands of dollars for said pur- 
poses, and have succeeded by so doing in augmenting their popula- 
tions very rapidly. 

“Those that grease their wagons good make them run fast and 


easily,” is a well-known.proverb. 


Some years ago I visited Switzerland, my old home, once more, 
during which visit I came in contact with certain men, through 
whose aid I would be much facilitated in inducing people of desirable 
classes to come to West Virginia, if only a wise and patriotic Legis- 
lature would assist me with a moderate appropriation. 

For the reasons before mentioned, I petitioned our Legislature of 
1879, to appropriate a thousand dollars, five hundred for the year 
1879, and five hundred for 1880, with the plain understanding to 
render account for it when expended. At the same time without my 
knowledge, fifty-seven (more or less) high standing men from different 
parts of the State recommended my petition to the Legislature. 

All of this resulted in obtaining $500.00 for 1879, and, strange to 
me, Governor Mathews waa authorized (о appoint me the State Im- 
migrant Agent. 

Ninety days after, I received my appointment, together with 
strict instructions, through the Secretary of the State. i 

Although no salary was provided for, I went on promptly and 
by using all my energy I succeeded with the $500.00 for 1879 in in- 
ducing, up to the spring of 1880, upwards of two hundred immi- 
grants to come to West Virginia. 

On calling for the $500.00 for 1880, I found that no law had been 
passed for 1880. 

Being now a state officer, I have been obliged to be contented, 
without a salary and without other encouragements at hand, up to 
this date. Consequently without any help I have been unable to;st- 
tract any number of immigrants. | 

At the proper time I rendered account to Governor Mathews for 
the $500.00 for 1879. | | 

Discouraged and ridiculed I bear the name of State Immigrant 
Agent; indeed a very trist honor. М 

fforts were made to obtain some help of the last extra session;of 
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the Legislature, but not a sign of interest was shown in immigrant 
matters. 

A new start, for the purpose of attracting immigration to West 
Virginia by the-outlay of the least practicable sum of money ought 
to be made. | 

It needs not the creation of a costly immigrant bureau, or the di- 
viding the State into several districts with officers for each; it 
needs not the appropriation of $10,000.00. For the present time, 
under the present prospects and circumstances, for a new start, all in 
all $2,000.00 will be sufficient. This $2,000.00 is calculated to offer 
inducements to European emigrant agencies, to maintain sub-agents 
at New York and Baltimore; to pay traveling oxpenses; to find suit- 
able places to settle upon; for printing materials, etc. 

Of course a fixed salary for the State Immigrant Agent is not in- 
cluded in the $2,000 for which a true account must be delivered to 
the proper authority at the proper time. ~ 

Hoping the next Legislature will see the importance of attracting 
immigrants to their State, I submit this, my report, to your Excel- 
lencies’ kind consideration, convinced of your sound judgment in 
the matter, I ask very respectfully your powerful recommendation, 
and remain with high respect,

Р. 8,—In addition to my report above, I will add that the great majority of the legislatore may 
not have a perfect understanding of the management necessary to attract immigrants They may 
think hundreds of dollars are sufficient when it needs thousands of dollars. Therefore I reducemy _ 
demand to the least possible minimum. Ву, considering the importance of the matter in view and 
the capacity of the State, the sum of $2,000 00 looks quite beggarly. In reality $5,000 00 would be 
more adequate; but fearing to appear exigent, I leave any further reasoning about this to your Ex- 
eilency’s judgment. If more is not obtainable, $2,000 00 is anyhow better than nothing at all

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
BERKELEY SPRINGS. 


BERKELEY SPRINGS, W. VA., December 12, 1882. 
To His Excellency, 
GOVERNOR JACKSON : 

In compliance with law and in ebedience to directions of the Board, 
I have the honor to transmit herewith an itemized and certified 
statement ofreceipts and disbursements by the Trustees of Berkeley 
Springs, together with copies of all bills paid. 

Tho revenues arising from sales of bath tickets (our only source of 
revenue), fall short, as compared with the receipts of recent seasons; 
which is, we beliove, due to the tendency of visitors to go to the sea 
shore in preference to mountain resorts. It is certainly not attribut- 
able to any lack of comfort or convenience provided by either the 
trustees or the hotel-keeper, for the hotels as well as the baths are in 
better condition than they bave been for many years. 

We hope that so favorable an impression has been made on all who 
patronized Berkeley the past season as will not only secure their re- 
turn for the future, but that they will endeavor to induce their friends 
also to come. 

And as we shall be thus enabled to liquidate the liabilities that 
were contracted many years ago, and which havo been annoying us 
for the last twenty years, we shall be able to add such improvements 
to the place as will increase its attractiveness, and, in course of time, 
enable us to reduce the charges for bathing. 

Adding these considerations to the natural advantages of this 
place, we think the prospect for the near future quite encouraging. 

The balance in the hands of the Treasurer is retained for making 
necessary repairs and paying bath keeper.

REPORT OF THE BOUNDARY COMMISSIONERS—WEST VIR- 
GINIA AND PENNSYLVANIA. 


WHEELING, W. Va., December 14, 1882. 
Hon. RANDOLPH STALMAKER, JR., 
Secretary of State: 


Sir;—I have the honor to report the efforts made by the Boundary 
Commission appointed under the act of the Legislature of 1879, “to 
examine as to the true location of the monuments which mark the 
boundary line between this State and the State of Pennsylvania, and 
in connection with the Boundary Commission of the State of Penn- 


. Sylvania to replace any monuments which have become delapidated 


or been removed,” to accomplish the same. 
The Pennsylvania Legislature during its last session voted an ap- 
propriation of $4,000, to be expended on condition that our State ap- 


_propriated a like amount. Our original appropriation was only $1,000, 


and in my last report, with the approval of other members of the 
Commission, I asked for an additional appropriation. During the 
session of our Legislature last winter I called the attention of the 
Committee on Finance to this matter, but it did not see fit to recom- 
mend any additional appropriation, however the Legislature did vote 
an additional $2,000. At the time I had not been informed of the 
condition attached to the appropriation of the State of Pennsylvania; 
had I been, I should have called the attention of our Legislature to 
it. The amount on hand of our appropriation is $2,988. I herewith 
submit the letter of Mr. Wonall, the Chairman of the Pennsylvania 
Commission, which I showed to the Auditor and Governor, and 
though the latter was most anxious to have the work proceed, of 
course neither he nor the Auditor could sign the certificate enclosed 
by Mr. Wonall, the signature to which was required before the Penn- 
sylvania Commission could draw a dollar from the Treasury. Hav- 
ing given this statement of the matter, I trust the Legislature at its 
coming session may take such action as to enable the Commission to 
carry out the object for which it was appointed.
